MOOOC JACK. ' 


Today Modoc Jack1 la half forgotten. 


A generation ago his adventures were 
everywhere told. Race tovsea -wero 
named for him. Small boys secretly 
longed to go west and capture, him. 
He was held up aa an example of the,' 
true deBperado. Vet, fa a matter of. 
fact, he was more of a man and lees i 
of 
scoundrel than he has been! 


painted. 


The Moilocs were an offshoot of the 


Klamath nation In California. They i 
lived on » 65-mile strip'of volcanic! 
land known as "the lava beds." This 
ground was. hopcycombed with caves 
and .tunnels, affording 
fine hiding 


places. In case of pursuit .The word 
"Mbdoc" In th» Klamath 
dialect 


means "enemy." 
And the Modocs ( 


lived up to their name. They fought i 
their relatives, the - Klamnths, for 
years; then turned their attention in 
1850 to making life o peril for Califor- 
nia's white settlers. Ben "Wright, a 
-frontiersman, hit on » plan to crush 
them; Pretending to make peace, he 
.Invited;46 ofi.the foremoat Modoot to 
a great f«a»t In 1862, 


Ben Wrlflht's Matt acre. 


As the Indian guests lay asleep 


after tha banquet.Wright and his com- 
rades fell upon them with rifle and 
knife, slaughtering all but five of the 
46. This cold-blooded massacre cowed 
the rest of the tribe for the moment, 
but It ended forever all hope ot friend- 
ship between tho Modocs and 
tha 


•white men. The relatives of the but- 
chered Indian* Towed vengeance and 
bided their time. A swarthy giant 
known to tho settlers as Modoc Jack, 
or Captain Jack, gathered about him 
a band of 400 Modocs. His lieutenant': 
was a. youth named Schonchln, one 
of the' five survivors of the Ben . 
Wright massacre. Schonchln was for-.. 
ever trying to stir up strife against 
the white men. But Jack sternly for- 
bade any outbreak He believed in 
pence and refused to put on,the war 
bonnet. Yet he always went heavily 
armed. For, though he desired peace 
with the settlers, he trusted, them no 
more than did the other Modocs. Be- 
tween tho task of ruling hla people 
and difficulty of curbing Schouchin's ' 
plots for warfare Jack had a hard 
time In keeping to the peaceful course 
he bad chosen. 


All the local tribes were summoned i 


by Indian Commissioner Meacham in '• 
1866 to Fort Klamath for a confer-; 
enco, At this meeting the Modocs; 
agreed to leave their lava beds.and' 
s»ttlo on. the Klamath 'reservation. 
Jack and Schonchln were hot at .the, 
conference and they refused .to -.bo 
bound by the promise. 
They stayed; 


on, with their own followers, at the: 
lava beds. But when the government; 
threatened to use force to -remove 
them Jack laid "Obedience Is better 
ttan •war," and made his tribe^—300 
men, women and children in all—go 
•with, him to .the reservation. 
There 


new trouble sot In. The Klamath and 
other Indians that were already on 
the reservation at once mad* life mis- 
erable for the newcomers. -To avoid 
war and to stop the persecution of hl3: 
tribe-folk Jack gathered his people to- 
gether, fled by night from the reserva- 
tion and went back to the lava beds., 
But they found their old lands had- 
.been given to write men. 
The Mo- 


docs were homeless, friendless and 
beset by enemies. 


A company of soldiers was sent to. 


evfct Jack and his followers from the 
lava beds. While the leaders' were, 
conferring a light broke .out between- 
a few of the soldiers and the !»idians. 
Tho Conflict became general. Five 
were killed on each aide and many' 
were wounded. 
The Modocs 
fled 


southward,: destroying every : white 
settlement In their patb. But though 
white men and .boys were.everywlieria 
slain -Jack" would allow no •white wom- 


an or cbild to b» harmed. At last, 
with. 70 braves and many •a.uawv and 
pappooies, he sought refuge in th* 
lava caves of Lost river. 
Colonel 


Wheaton, with 600 United State* 
troops, came out to dislodge Mm. 
Jack, and hla brarea aent the soldiers 
scurrying bade In hasty retreat, kill- 
ing 35 of them. 


A Blow for Vengeance. • 


Then an army unrter General Canby! 


was brought up and 
b»»ieged 
the 


caves, hoping to starve out the hand- 
ful of plucky defenders. Jack even. 
yet hoped to make peace. All along 
ue had hated the idea ot war, but 
hostilities 
had always been 
forced 


upon him. So he agreed to a confer- 
ence -with Canby, Meacham, Dr. Thom- 
as and other white leaders. It was ar- 
ranged that five Indians and nve> 
white men should meet, unarmed, on 
April 11, 1S73, at a neutral spot be- 
tween the lines. Whether Jack sus- 
pected treachery or whether he mere- 
ly-wished to .avenge the Ben Wright 
massacre- cannot be known. At nny 
rate, he and four of hie men -wont to 
the conference armed. They fired on 
the, white men, killing Canby and 
Thomas and 
wounding 
Meacham. 


Then they got back in safety to their 
caves. . As the soldiers • pressed in 
on-him.Jack led his people through a 
tunnel under the enemy's very feet, 
out of 'the trap and to a place' of 
eafety. 


But the new biding place was quick- 


ly.; •discovered. 
The MO.IOCB .'. were 


again surrounded and were at last 
forced-by .hunger and thirst to .sur- 
render.-; Jack was betrayed by hl« 
own bravea and wae the last man cap- 
tured. He and three of hie lieutenant* 
were hanged at Fort Klamath Octobei 
3, 1873, for Canby's murder.
